The Accident Our Near St. Charles—Mail 
Agent Shoop; With a Broken Leg, the 
Only One Seriously Injured — Grand 
Lecturer Allag McDowell, A. F. and A. 
M,, Caton the’ Nese—O. T. Guthrie Pain- 
fully Injared—Judge Brace of the Su- 
preme Court Gets Off With the Loss of 
His Shoes—Other Passengers Who Have 
Reason to Remember the Wreck—Ex- 
periences of Same of Them—The Engine 
and Tender Over the Rails Safely— 
General De ef the Accident. 


The incoming OMaha & Council Bluffs ex- 
press and fast magi train on the Wabash West- 
ern road was wr ed shortly before 6 o’ clock 
this morning two miles northwest of St. 
Charles, just twenty-four miles from this city, 
by the spreading of rails that apparently 
had not deen securely  aspikea to 
the ties, Five of the six cars 
left the track and went down an abrupt em- 
bankment, but notwithstanding this none on 
board were killed, although fully a dozen 
were painfully injured. Among the injured 
persons brought to the olty on the relief train 
that was sent to the scene of the accident 
from 8. Charles were: . 

THE INJURED. 

O. F. Guthrie, several ribs broken. 

Allan McDowell, Lecturer Grand Lodge A. 
F. & A. M., cunt about the head and face and 
otherwise bruised, 


slipper. Some one threw a hat, a 
silk one, to the Judge. It was his own, 


|} but he thought it was broken and of no 


account and threw it away. Again it 
was carried to him after he boardéd the cars, 
and he was persuaded that all it needed was a 
quarter of an hour’s attention from a hatter. 
Arriving in St. Louls he drove to the Laclede 
Hotel, where he borrowed Olerk Austin’s 
shoes while he went out to get a new pair of 
boots. He then started out for business 
> pe recovered. Mr. McDowell went to the 

asonic Hall, and after remaining there a 
few minutes went to his rooms on Seventh 
and Olfve streets, where his wound was 
dressed by a physician. He took his injury 
very philosophically, fortunate in not having 
had his limbs broken, or in not having been 
killed. 

AS TO OTHERS 
on the car, Mr, Mebowell and Judge Brace 
could tell but little. They had first satisfied 
themselvos that no one was sériously injured, 
and afterthat had, like the others, devoted 
themselves to looking after their own welfare. 
One lady, whose name they could not tell, 
had been cuton the nose the same as Mr. 
McDowell, but her greatest trouble 
was that she would miss connec- 
tions for the east. Mr. Daniels, a North St. 
Louisan, had been severely bumped on the 
shoulder and side, but he did not think he 
was injured, and his opinion was concurre 
in by the physicians who had been summone 
to the relief of the injured. There were eight 
or ten ladies and half a dozen children on the 
train, Mr. McDowell said, but they 
allescaped without injury, so far as could be 
seen, and he did not think there could have 
been more than eight people jinjured in any 
way. The embankment, he said, was not 
high, and the cars did not go all the way 
down. It was higher at the forward end, 
where the mail car went over. 
A PASSENGER’S EXPERIENCE. 

J. C. O. Waldeck, the pork dealer, was a 
passenger on thetrain ahd when seen this 
morning he was limping around with a 
bruised@h ip. 

It was the strangest accident lever heard 
of,’’ he said. ‘‘No one was killed and very

from the socket in the mull car and holding it 
throughout the accident, thus preventing it 
from overturning and probably from setting 
the mailon fire. The hot chimney severely 
biistered his hand. 

The hospital was notified directly after the 
accident occurred and the surgeons connected 
with the institution were notified to come at 
once to the hospital. The injured were 
brought to St. Louis on board No. 10, the ac- 
commodation train, which arrived at Union 
Depot at 9:36, in charge of Drs. Douglas,Mudd, 
Dewey and Agent Steed. Carriages were 
atthe depot andthey were taken to the hos- 
pital. Dr. Outten, surgeon-in-chief, had 
preparations made for their reception, and 
the corps of surgeons had their coats off and 
their instrument cases opened ready to cut 
Off any loose legs or arms necessary, but all 
that was needed were some bandages, lini- 


ment, etc. 


The most of the injured were taken to their 
homes before dinner, and the others will all 
leave the hospital before night. 

The accident occurred, those at the hospital 
said, just as the passengers were making their 
tollets after getting up. Thecars jumped the 
track and ‘ran over about thirty ties before 
they overturned. 

JAMES MILLER 
was sitting inachairin the Superintendent’s 
office with his sprained ankle resting on a 
cushion. He said: 

‘*] was sitting in the chair car after a nap, 
when all of a sudden the cars went bumpety : 
bump along the ties, and I knew we 
were off the track. I jumped up 
but just then the car turned over and I was 
thrown across the aisle under a chair. The

THE WAR IS ON. 

One of the patrons of the Benton-Belle- 
fontaine Line to-day said: ‘‘The drivers on 
the Benton-Bellefontaine Line who stated to 
the POS8T-DISPATCH reporter yesterday that 
the boycott was losing strength are elther not 
good judges or they desired to put a good face 
on the contest in the interest of the company. 
The trips north last night between 5 and 7 
o’clock, when the heaviest travel occurs, 
showed that the fight was just bezinning to 
grow interesting. Fully two-thirds of the 
passengers on the cars between the hours 
named failed to deposit their nickels. The 
drive were compelied to stop the cars and 
collect the fares. it was not expected that all 
the patrons of the line would join the opposi- 
tion movement. But enough have already 
enlisted: to accomplish the object desired, 
that of forcing the company to do 
its own collecting. The manner in 
which this is done will prove very 
unsatisfactory to the management. The 
fact that some of the patrons deposit their 
fares upon entering.#he car makes it very 
difficult during the heavy travel in the even- 
ing for the driver to tell who has paid and 
who has not. When he enters the car to col- 
lect those who please to say they have already 
paid, and the result is that a number of fares 
On each car never reach the box. 

‘*That the companies operating bobtail cars 
do not want the drivers to receive the fares is 
shown by the notices that were heretofore 
couspicuously posted upin each car, asking 
passengers to deposit their fares in the box, 
and ending with the words, ‘As the driver is 
not allowed under any circumstances to re- 
celve or deposit it.’ These signs have now 
been effaced and in their stead appear notices 
reading, ‘Passengers will please put their 
fares in the box.’ 

There has been little delay caused by the 
action of the people. Both yesterday and 
this morning many of the cars consumed over 
an hour in.making the trip from the Tower to 
Fourth stréet.

FIGHTING FOR A FORTUNE 


THE CURIOUS STORY CONNECTED WITR 
THE RELEASE OF A NOTED CRIMINAL. 


Gov. Hill’s Pardon of August Schwanecko, 
Alias Kenuedy, Alias Gregory—The Ex- 
Convict’s Father Leaves a Fortune to 
His Housekeeper — Mrs, iSchwanecke’s 
Many Marriages and Divorce, 


By Telegraph to the Pont-Dispaten. | 

NEw YORK, April 4,—The great. iron gates 
which have held in confinement the youngest 
and most noted’ criminal at Sing Sing were 
thrown open yesterday by order of Gov. Hill. 
August Schwanecke, alias Kennedy, alias 
Gregory, was permitted to leave the institu- 
tion, having his term ot sentence of ten years 
commuted. His ralease, as well as his whole 
life, involyes an unusual chain of cir- 
cumstances. A will filed recently in the Sur- 
rogate’s office and set down for prefiminary 
¢xamination in the course of a few days was the 
instrument by which Schwanecke was set at 
liberty. The will was that of Herman Schwa- 
necke, father of the young convict. Schwa- 
necke, Sr., died on the fifth day of the last 
month at No. 13 Oliver street. He died worth 
$100,000. Of this sum he left the paltry sum of 
$1,000 to his son. The balance was bequeathed 
to a housekeeper and to relatives in Bavaria, 
Germany. The story of Schwanecke’s life is 
that of a man who sacrificed honor and prin- 
ciple for the sake of money. Some years ago 
there were few men better known among the 
circle in which he moved than Schwanecke. 
When the lower part ofthe town was looked 
upon as the ‘‘swell vicinity,’’ Schwa- 
necke conducted a hostelry on the most 
lavish plan. A poor German immigrant 
a to years before, by thrift and perseverance 
he managed to get a good standing among his 
wealthy countrymen. He was avaricious, 
however, and never scrupied to even betray 
his best friends forthe sake of lucre. His 
palace, for such it was called, was the re- 
sort of the moneyed men of Gotham. The Ger- 
man was suave, and he gathered around him 
the : 

CREAM OF THE SPORTING FRATERNITY, 
whose extmaordinary expenditures raised him 
to sudden affluence. He thrived on the ex- 
travagance of his patrons, who were of both 
sexes. His best helpmate was his wife, beau- 


tifuland aftable. She was one ot tbe innu- 
merable attractions of the piace. Her looks 
and vivacity were gossiped upon by many 
of the gilt edged clientele, but in 
Schwanecke’s zeal in the accumulation of 
money he lost sight of the charms of his wife 
and became cold and neglectftul. Among his 
many patrons there was no one of them who 
enjoyed his confidence as much as Joseph 
Ross, a wealthy Scotch brewer, who at that 
period owned two flourishing breweries. The 
pair were inseparable, butthe cunning Teu- 
ton saw where he could increase his fortune 
by a bold scheme at the expense of the brew- 
er. He accused Ross of being too intimate 
with his wife and offered do compromise the 
matter fora fabulous sum. Ross vowed ven- 
geance on the wily Schwanecke. Mrs. Schwan- 
ecke set to work to be legally divorced and 
had papers served on Schwanecke, although 
he was in Europe. A divorce was granted by

When this had been concluded 
Chairman Hiscock raised the question of the 
quality of the subscriptions to the five million 
dollar guarantee fund. Senator Farwell, rep- 
resenting Chicago’s interests on the commit- 
tee, stated that Mr. Lyman Gage, Chairman 
of the Finance Cummittee, had appeared 
before the World's Fair Commitee of the 
House and testified that 98 per cent of 
the subscriptions could be collected in cash 
end he (Farwell!) had asked Mr. Gage to make 
the same statement to Senator Hiscock as 
Chairman ofthe Senate Committee. He sup- 
posed this had been done and thatthe state- 
ment would be satisfactory to the committee. 
Fenator Hiscock said he could not use a state- 
ment made in that way as evidence be- 
fore the committee. It was finally decided 
to refer the investigation of the subscription 
to the sub-committee consisting of Senators 
Hiscock, Hawley, Wilzon of Iowa, Gray and 
Daniel, to report within a week.

2. Alist of 1,000 of the subscribers to the 
guarantee fund, together with the amounts 
they subscribed. 

3. The number of snbscribers of less than

4. The plan proposed for increasing the 
guaranty fund and what has been done to 
carry it out. 

5. A statement signed by Messrs. Gage, 
Doane, O’ Dell and Wirt Dexter as to the re- 
sponsibility ofthe subscription fund and the 
probability of collecting the amount sub- 
scribed.

— as foolish, for a marriage bond to con- 
: nue one moment after it has ceased to stand 
— the complete lover relation. That a wife 
should be held, until released by death, to the 
mistaken choice of her @irlnood, and thus be 
shut off from the possibility, most precious to 
ey ory heart, of reciprocal married iove, will 

— be deemed cruel, unjust and uncalled 

or. That a husband who has made an error 

in the selection of a wife should be con- 

demned to suffer for the remnant of a ruined 

life the miserable dally sentence of 
vexation, disappointment and baffied 

longing, will then be deemed hostile 

to human progress and to that social purity 
which is the first fruit of reciprocated love. 

As men and women are prone to errors of 
judgment in other and infiniately less impor- 

tant matters, which they are permitted to re- 
rleve, so there will come a time wheu divorce 
will be as much a matter of course, if the 
husband and wife discover meng are mismated, 

as Marriage is now when they believe they are 
fitted to make each other happy. 

But to society, as now constituted ,'divoree 
is a constant menace, and a practical indis- 
soluble marriage law is a necessity. The 
tinancfal and political inequality of the sexes 
still requires that the relation of husband 
and wife, once established, should be a per- 
manent relation. The woman passes from 
dependence upon a father to dependence 
upon a husband, Divorce would throw the 
wife upon individual resources whioh at thie 
stage of civilization only the exceptional 
woman has. It is not so much our liberally 
construed statutes which restrict divorce, a8 
the pecullarities of our social system, which 
every divorce threatens as if a dynamite 
bomb. In seeking husbands women seek 
pecuniary support, social position and the 

ratification of ambitions, which un- 
ost in exceptional cases, they can 
obtain only through matrimony. Love 
may or may not exist, but the ex- 
istence of the marriage relation is the 
woman’s passport to social consideration, her 
letter of credit for the necessities and the 
amenitios of the luxuries of life. Society 
winks at marriage infidelity, excuses quarrel- 
some husbands and wives, smiles at the 80 
general lack of sympathy and sentiment be- 
tween those who were once lovers, but with 
the Instinct of self-preservation sets its fuce 
like a flint against loosening the bonds of mat- 
rimopy. Until women, whether married or 
single, are independent, because members of 
the same industrial army and paid equally 
with men, it will be in vain to agitate for less 
restricted divorce. Marriave may be without 
love, without sympathy, without faithfulness, 
consideration or tenderness, but indissolubie 
it must be until the conditions are changed.

CHICAOGO, April 4.— The Grand Jurors inves- 
tigated a startling case of youthful depravity 
yesterday.

The State University. 


From To-day’s Globe-Democrat. 

COLUMBIA, Mo., April 3, 1890.—A morning 
paper of your city gave place on last 
Wednesday to acommunication from William 
Benjamin Smith, who made a heroic one- 


column effortto explain the decline in the 
attendance on the State University at Colum- 
bia. 

There has been an attempton the part of 
those interested to ignore the serious injury 
done to this institution by the last General 
Assembly, butafterthis formal admission of 
the fact by a party presumably well informed, 
denial will be useless. 

Mr. Smith admits that the decrease from last 
year’s attendanée is 150, and the number of 
students does not now probably exceed over 
300, or one-half the number attained in the 
university’s best days during the years 1881-82. 

Asan off-set to this decrease, Mr. Smith 
cites an increase in the law department, but 
forgets to mention that the law school is not 
under the control of the academic faculty, nor 
is thé connection between the two more than 
nominal. He insinuates that this terrible de- 
cline in attendance is due to more rigid en- 
trance examinations and to lopping off 
the preparatory classes. It is inered- 

ible that 150 persous should have 
been excluded on the ground of imperfect 
preparation, and, as to cutting off the pre- 
paratory classes, no step could be taken 
which would more effectually aid thegnormal 
schools, which already in scholastic matters 
rival the untversity and in numbers exceed 
it. Abolishing the preparatory work dimin- 
ishes by one-third the labors of the profes- 
sors, but, of course, that was a consideration 
which did not enter into the minds of the 
faculty, at least it is so stated, and what bet- 
ter assurance could be had? 

The effort to make the university conform 
to the model of a European institution is 
perhaps ,laudable, but not practicable until 
its surroundings are also similar to those 
of the European college. The educational 
conditions of Missouri! and England are not 
ifeniical, nor is a State University a pet 

chool for rich men’s sons. It should be 
exactly what our State University was for 
twelve or fourteen years of its history—a 
college which makes within its own walis the 
preparation rendered necessary by the pres- 
ent state of the public schools in Missouri. To 
cut off the preparatory work does not materi- 
ally reduce the expense of maintaining the 
university, wulle ſt does effect a huge decrease 
in the attendance and deprive many persons 
of its educational advantages.

cesses ot the, prison. Henson’s dreams had 

not been pleasant ones. All the long night 

visions of a scaffold,: the black cap anda 


dangling noose had risen up before him. 


To-day between the rising of the sun and 10 
o’clock a. m. Henson was to have been legally 
executed. This was the date set by Judge 
Normlle of the Criminal Court when sentence 
was pronounced, but by means of technical 
proceedings of a legal nature an. 

INDEFINITE RESPITE 
has been secured. The condemned, an easy- 
going Swede, has been almost unable to get it 
into his dull Drain that he was not to die to- 
day, and seems to have prepared himself for 
the worst should his fears find foundation in 
fact. 

Henson was convicted of the murder of his 
wife. He lived withthe woman at 405 South 
Second street, Where a 10-cent lodging-house 
was conducted. Ontheevening of February 


4, 1889, Henson took a revolver from bis 
pocket and placed it to the 
woman’s head threatening to biow out 
her brains. Fourteen-year -old Gus Kreitling 
interfered in his mother’s behalf and the 
weapon was putaway. A few minutes later it 
came out again, and again the boy was c 
hand. Athird time Henson brandished the 
deadly weapon. Placing it to his wife’s head 
as she sat in alow chair he pulled the trigger 
and the woman fell dead. A 
second shot ploughed up the floor at young 
Kreitiing’s heels as he rushed terrified 
from the apartments and fell half fainting on 
the street. Hensonwas arrested afew min- 
utes iater. ‘‘Jealousy and drink’’ he said 
had occassioned the act. 

On the witness stand Heuson pleaded that 
the discharge ofthe weapon was accidental. 
His case was commenced in the Criminal 
Courton February 3, last. It was conciuded 
on February 6, return- 
ing a verdict 8 mur - 
der in the first after 
deliberating for but thirty-seven minutes. 
On February 27, a motion for a new trial was 
made by Messrs. Mulvihill and McGinnis, 
who appeared for Henson. On the 28th the 
motion was overruled. A motion in 

ARREST OF JUDGMENT 
was made, submitted and overruled. Judge 
Nevmtle thsa sentenced Henson to hang on 
april 4. An appeal and supersedeas was 
granted by the court and the attor- 
for the defense given until 
29 to file a . bill of 
exceptions. The bill was filed yesterday and 
was sent to the Supreme Court this morning. 
It will hardly come up before tnat body until 
late in May. Even then no interference is 
anticipated, Should the sentence be by the 
Supreme Court affirmed, the date of execu- 
tion will again be set. In the meantime Hen- 
son willremain in the St. Louisjail. When 
incarcerated the condemned weighed over 
pounds. He has fallen off greatly since 
his trial.

He badea most affectionate farewell, with 
promise to exchange letters later on, but 
was never heard from again, and the draits 
remain unpaid. The Governor has since dis- 
covered that the Marguis is a French chef, 
and is now believed to be in Paris working in 
a restaurant. 

The whole story is acruel hoax without one 
word of truth in it.
